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with, about the Deficiency of 
Troops in the Spanifo War, Iced me in my 
laft to take Notice of that Affair; among 
the reft, EF obferv’d how eager our High-

and have bought upeven tv an Engroffing 
all the Pepers of one Sort or another, that 
bave but ia the leaft defcanted upon that 
Matter, in order to difperfe them over the 
Countries, to propagate the Difcontents of 
the abufed People, and encreafe publick 
Murmur at the Management of our Af- 
lier Majefty, in Return to the Addrefs 
of the Houfe of Commons, and as is €X- 
prefs’d in the Anfwer to the faid Addrefs, 


a9 HE Clamours a raving Party have 
for tome Time filled our Heads 


to give all her Subjetts Satisfa@tion, has - 
given a dire& and fuccinét Anfwer to this 
Matter, having caufed every Part of it to 
be examin’d. 

One of our Authors has been fo civil to 
the QUEEN, as to tell her Majefty in Print, 
that he will not obje& againft her Anfwer, 
til he fees, what the Parliament will fay to 
it: I-confefs, I think her Majefty can do 
no lefs than chank him for fo much good 
Ufage-—Ay, tho’ he had moft barbaroufly 
paft his Cenfure before upon the Commans 
Addrefliog, without waiting for her Mas 
jefty’s Anfwer. 

This is one of the moft remarkable Pieces - 
of Behaviour trom A Subjeé& to his Seve- 
reign, that Jhave met with a great while— 
That when the Parliament addrefs’d her 
Majefty about the Deficiency in Spain, he fell 

: upon 
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upon it direGily, and pafs’d his Cenfure moft 
plenrifully, before the QUEEN had given 
any Return to the Particulars; nay, tho’ 
the Commons only addrefs’d her Majefty to 
have an Account laid before them how it 
came to pais, and her Majefty promifed to 
have ic examin’d, and an Anfwer to be 
given—Yet he could not give his QUEEN 
a Day’s Time, but fell upon it immediately. 
Now her Majefty has caufed it to be ex- 
amin’d, and has laida full Anfwer before 
the Houfe, in which her Majefty 2{fures ber 
Subjes that no Care bas been wanting, Se. 
and that the Matter bas mot been fully {tated 
tothe Houfe. And now this Geatleman will 
not pa(s his Cenfure, rill he hears, what the 
Houle of Commons will fay ; very Hononr- 
able tothe QUEEN this is indeed. Obfer- 
vator, N°..-. 

Wel, well, fays one now, is it no: juft to 
wait, till the Perfons, chat flared this ta the 
Houfe,have anfwer'd for the mfelves? Tes yes 
moft jult; but was ic noc as juft to have wait- 
ed, till the QUEEN had examin’d the Mat- 
fer, and till the Perfons concern’d on that 
Side bad anfwer’d for them{clves too ? — 
But the Cafe is plain, the Gentleman is 
afraid, if a wrong or a hafty Cenfure had 
been pa‘s’d on the Houfe of Commons Ad- 
drefs, the Houfe would refent it; butthe 
Lenity of her Majefty is known, and pre- 
fuming on that, he durft infult Her at 
Pleafure. 

Well, to let that pafs, let us come to 
the F& as fated in her Majefty’s Anfwer to 
the Houfe ; and tho’ J fhall not enter into 
the Enquiry here between the Officers em- 
ploy’d, and from whom her Majefty has 
this Account, and the Perfons who- ftated 
the Affair co the Houfe, for that is none of 
my Bufinefs ; 1 muft enter a few Remarks 
by way of Caution againft fucure paffing our 
Cenfures in the Affair of this War in Spain. 

You cannot but expe&, that the 
Diftance of that Service, the Variety of Ac- 
cidents io the Tranfport Service, the dif- 
ferent Nations, Agencies, Councils of State 
and War, aod the like, muft render thac 
Exa@nefs, which isrequir’d in fuch Cafes,. 
impra@ticable ; and ic is not always chat 
what we expe&, can becomply’d with, or 
Times, Seafons, Numbers, &c, be obferw’d, 
or made up to the Terms prefcrib’d; but 


Deficiencies in Quantity, and Deficiencies ia 
Time muft happen, in fpight of the moft 
exaét Management in the World. 


Yl enter into one Example to ifluftrate 
this, which is not onl7 appofite to — but is 
really a Part of the Cafe in hand, and which, 
if we would give our felves Time and Pa- 
tience to confider, would affift usinacalm 
Eximioation of fuch Affairs. 

And this is the Expedition under the 
Command of the Ear! Rivers, which as is 
now apparent by her Mijefty’s Anfwer, was 
defign’d for the Spanijo War, and the Regi- 
ments fhipp’d on Board at that Time are 
reckon’d as Part of the Spsnifh Eftablifhment. 
Two Things happened to this Expedition. 

Firft, They were fhip’d in Fuly, 1706, 
and by the unavoidable and not to be fore- 
feen Accidents of firff almoft 4 Months 
Voyage by contrary Winds and bad Wea- 
thers and fecondly the Death of the King of 
Portugal, og which Occafion they did figwal 
Services at Lisbon, too Jong to infert bere, 
they could not arrive in Valencia till January 
17053 had a thoufand Sieges apd Battles 
happened in this Tine, you could not have 
prevented this 

Secondly, This was not all, but now let 
us come to the Numbers; we have her 
Majefty’s Word, that atthe Time, whex 
shefe Regiments failed from Torbay, tbey 
were by Draughts compleated to thé Number o 
8297 Men, and yet foon after their Arrival 
they were reduced to about 4500 Men, 

This | bring not at all to examine the 
Deficiency, for tha¢ I am not now upen 
but to prove what | advanc’d above, of the 
Contingency of this remote and difficult 
War, and to prepare us to meet with Dif. 
appointments in it with lefs Impatience. 


From hence let vs look back to the Ex 
dition under Sir Fobw Leake, for the Relief 
of Barcelona and there you have a Com- 
plication of happy Jun@ures by the fpéciad 
Favour of Diviae Providence for the Succour 
of that Place, and of which I have formers 
ly (poker, that the Hand of Heaven 
might be taken Natice of by us, both to the, 
Praife of his Gocdne(s, and our Encourage. 
ment.

Ose Sqiadron from Lortfmeuth, One 
{mall one trom Plymouth, One from /reland, 
and One from Lisbon, having all of them 
Troops or other Affiftance, failed to relieve 
Barcelona and how came they there? By 
an unexpeéted and admirable Condué of 
Heaven, they all met at Gibraltar and Ali- 
cant toa Tittle fo exaétly, and to (uch a 
Crifis of Time, that they came to Barcelo. 
na, wheaa few Days more had determin’d 
its Fate, aud given up King Charles and his 
Claim to the Spanifh Monarchy to the Hands 
of the French Invader—Well this happened 
indeed for the Confederacy— But did an 
Human Power appoiat it, had they an A 
of Parliament to fecure their Arrival?
